Keeper 
William H. Thompson and in the second that of Jacob Sw’eigart. 
As the warrants arc not yet served on Allison the indictments are not 
open to the view of anybody but official*, but it is understood that 
the 
charge is soliciting bribes. 
Allison has been in the sheriff’s office most of the afternoon. 
Shortly 
after the grand jury reported, one of his friends entered the office and 
said: 
“Well. Lawrence, they returned against you." 
The friend thought the warrants had been served. 
It was Allison's 
first news of the matter. 
Turning quickly, he fixed his gaze far away. 
out of the window. 
“There is a chance yet," he said. 
“A good chance.” 
Sheriff Leonard and Deputy Davidson seemed as much overcome* and 
unnerved as Allison. 
Both think highly of the deputy and refuse to be­ 
lieve that he can be proven guilty. 
The sheriff said this morning that if Allison was indicted, it would he 
on° of the 
worst I flings that ever happened in his life, because of 
his 
great confidence in him. 
Allison told his wife and child last night of the difficulty, stating that 
he can prove his innocence. 
The whole matter comes as a great shock to court house officials, as 
all who know Allison had every reason to believe in his honesty.

ruspicion attaches to Sheriff Leonard or Deputy Dan Davidson.

A costly freight wreck occurred on 
the C. Ac P. near the 
little 
Giant 
brick works, above Toronto, yesterday 
morning, when a bigjclass H-4 engine 
and several freight cars and gondolas 
were smashed up. The wreck occurred 
Immediately after the early eastbound 
passenger train had left the station 
and the main track and sidings were 
blocked until noon. 
The cars were thrown across the 
tracks, the contents broken ami scat­ 
tered about, trucks .sere tom off aud 
Valls torn up. The wreck was caused 
by the 
parting of extra freight train 
198. 
The train 
ported 
above 
the 
Trent Western works and Engineer 
Iordan cut loose on the siding east 
of the Giant and hacked up on the 
main track to get the rear end of his 
rain. 
After coupling up he pulled 
into the siding to get out of the way 
of the passenger train. 
The air brakes refused to 
work 
md the engine crashed into the front 
lid of the 
train. 
The impact was 
cry heavy and the engine was almost 
•ompletely wrecked, the tender going 
half way through 
the cab. The engi­ 
neer and fireman both jumped lust 
before the collision and thus escaped 
instant death. 
Two freight cars in the niidde of 
the train loaded with machinery and 
farming 
implements 
were 
thrown 
across the tracks and smashed into 
kindling wood and two gondola cars 
were telescoped.

wreck 
train 
from 
Wellsville 
had the debris and 
broken cars pretty well cleared away 
this afternoon. 
The main track was 
cleared at ll o’clock. The wreck will 
cost the company several 
thousand 
dollars, besides the locomotive, which 
will probably go to the scrap heap.

Rome, April 17.—The recent signs 
of the increased 
feebleness of the 
pope which led, at the end of last 
week, to alarming reports of his sud­ 
den death, have 
caused a marked 
recrudescence of activity among the 
cardinals aspiring to the pontificate. 
The campaigning preparatory to the 
next conclave proceeds incessantly .the 
sacred college being divided into two 
distinct forces, headed 
respectively 
by Cardinal Rampolla, the papal, sec­ 
retary of state, and Cardinal Van- 
nutelli. 
The 
latter 
and 
Cardinal 
Gotti now constitute the most proba­ 
ble successors to Leo XIII. 
Those who are not now considered 
to be dangerous candidates are fond, 
however, of pointing out that almost 
125 cardinals have been buried dur­ 
ing the pontificate of Leo XIII and 
•that the prolongation of the life of 
his holiness for a few years is liable 
to cool, through death, many more 
ambitious calculations. 
Archbishop Falcon!, the papal dele 
gate in Canada, has been definitely 
selected to succeed 
Cardinal 
Mar­ 
tinelli, the 
papal 
delegate to the 
United States. This appointment will 
not be officially announced, however, 
untiT the meeting of the consistory 
next October. 
Traffic in tickets to the ceremonies 
at St. Peter’s and the Sistine chapel, 
held in honor of the twenty-fourth 
anniversary of the pope's coronation, 
(has assumed such proportions that it 
has developed into a veritable scan­ 
dal. 
Americans and English people 
are the principal victims of this traf- 
fie by speculators, who are in league 
with hotel employes. 
From 50,000 to 
60,000 are often issued for the cere­ 
monies at St. Peter's. 
Mgr. Bisleti is indignant at this 
scandal and has spread broadcast no­ 
tice that all tickets to pontifical cern- 
monies are absolutely gratuitous and 
that every one trying to sell sinh 
tickets must be regarded as a dishon 
est person. 


RE-ENACTS THE CHINESE LAW. 


Bill Passed Senate—Extends Provis­ 
ions to Insular Possessions—Pa­ 
cific Coast Measure Beaten. 


Washington. April 17.—The drastic 
Chinese 
exclusion 
bill 
originally 
framed by the senators and ropres- 
sentatives from 
the 
Pacific coast 
states met defeat in the senate yes­ 
terday and in its place was substitiu 
ed a measure offered by Mr. Platt, of 
Connecticut, extending the provisions 
of the present exclusion law and also 
applying that exclusion to all insular 
territory under the jurisdiction of the 
United States. 
The vote by which the substitute 
took the place of the original bill was 
yeas. 48. to nays, 33. 
Once the sub­ 
stitution had been made, all senators 
joined in its support, with the single 
exception of Mr. Hoar, the substitute 
being passed, 76 to I. The friends of 
the substitute showed their strength 
throughout the voting on amendments 
that preceded the final action and 
succeeded in preventing any material 
change in it# features. 
Some minor 
changes were 
made, admitting Chi­ 
nese persons connected with national 
expositions, and providing for certifi­ 
cates of identification of Chinese in 
our insular possessions. 
Otherwise, 
however, the substitute was adopted 
substantially in the form 
that Mr. 
Platt presented it 
The senate, after disposing of the 
Chinese exclusion bill, made the Phil­ 
ippine civil government bill the un­ 
finished business. 
The senate failed to substitute the 
enacting clause of the house bill for 
the senate measure, .so that the bill 
now will go to the house as an org- 
inal 
measure 
and 
from a parlia­ 
mentary standpoint will have to be 
acted on and treated the same 
as 
though the house had not passed a 
Chinese exclusion bill already.

RE-ENACTS THE CHINESE LAW. 


Bill Passed Senate— Extends Provis­ 


ions to Insular Possessions— Pa­ 
cific Coast Measure Beaten. 


W ashington. April 17.—The drastic 
Chinese 
exclusion 
bill 
originally 
framed by the senators and ropres- 
sentatives from 
the 
Pacific coast 
states met defeat in the senate yes 
terday and in its place was substitui 
ed a m easure offered by Mr. Platt, of 
Connecticut, extending the provisions 
of the present exclusion law and also 
applying that exclusion to all insular 
territory under the jurisdiction of the 
United States. 
The vote by which the substitute 
took the place of the original bill was 
yeas. 48. to nays. 33. 
Once the sub­ 
stitution had been made, all senators 
joined in its support, with the single 
exception of Mr. Hoar, the substitute 
being passed. 76 to I. 
The friends of 
the substitute showed tt&ir strength 
throughout the voting on am endm ents 
that preceded the final action and 
succeeded in preventing any m aterial 
change in Its features. 
Some minor 
changes were 
made, adm itting Chi­ 
nese persons connected with national 
expositions, and providing for certifi­ 
cates of identification of Chinese in 
our insular possessions. 
Otherwise, 
however, the substitute was adopted 
substantially in the form 
that Mr. 
Platt presented it 
The senate, after disposing of the 
Chinese exclusion bill, made the Phil­ 
ippine civil government bill the un­ 
finished business. 
The senate failed to substitute the 
enacting clause of the house bill for 
the senate measure, .so that the bill 
now will go to the house as an org- 
inal 
measure 
and 
from a parlia 
mentary standpoint will have to be 
acted on and treated the same 
as 
though the house had not passed a 
Chinese exclusion bill already.

resentative Government and That

London, April 17.—The Associated 
Press has excellent authority for say- 
ing that up to a late hour last night 
there had been no definite develop­ 
ments in the matter of the peace ne­ 
gotiations. 
The 
Associated

learns that Lord Milner, the British 
high commissioner in South Africa, 
has defined certain propositions 
on 
which peace may almost immediately 
be secured, but the 
cabinet at its 
meeting yesterday is said to have dis 
agreed upon the merits of Lord Mil­ 
ner’s terms. 
"Sparring for time" best describes 
the present status of the negotiations, 
neither side boing willing to risk a 
decision which would break off the 
present 
conference. 
An agreement 
may be reached at any moment, but 
this would more likely be the result 
of semi-independent action by Lord 
Milner and Lord Kitchener at Pre­ 
toria. 
The broad lines of Great Britain's 
terms are now known to the govern­ 
ment representatives at Pretoria, and 
on thesa representations the cabinet 
is apparently shifting the responsi­

his holiness for a few years is liable 
to cool, through death, m any more 
am bitious calculations. 
Archbishop Faleoni, the papal dele 
gate in Canada, has been definitely

This appointm ent will 
not be officially announced, however, 
iintir the meeting of the consistory 
next October.

framed by the senators and r e p r e ­ 
sentatives from 
the 
Pacific coast 
states m et defeat in the senate yes­ 
terday and in its place was substitui 
ed a m easure offered by Mr. Platt, of 
Connecticut, extending the provisions 
of the present, exclusion law and also 
applying that exclusion to all insular 
territory under the jurisdiction of the 
United States. 
T he vote by which th e substitute 
took the place of the original bill was 
yeas. 48. to nays. 33. 
Once th e sub­ 
stitution had been made, all senators 
joined in its support, with the single 
exception of Mr. Hoar, the substitute 
being passed, 76 to I. 
The friends of 
the substitute showed their strength 
throughout the voting on am endm ents 
th a t preceded the final action and 
succeeded in preventing any m aterial 
change in it* features. 
Some minor 
changes were 
made, adm itting Chi­ 
nese persons connected with national 
expositions, and providing for certifi­ 
cates of identification of Chinese in 
our insular possessions. 
Otherwise, 
however, the substitute was adopted 
substantially in the form 
th a t Mr. 
Platt presented i t 
Tho senate, after disposing of the 
Chinese exclusion hill, made the Phil­ 
ippine civil governm ent bill th e un­ 
finished business.
